WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—The arrival of 
a number of senators and representa- 
tives last night and today, including 
ex-Speaker Beed, has served to in- 
crease discussion over the re-organiza- 
tion of the two houses of congress, and 
the prospect now is that this will be 
the uppermost question in congressional 
circles 
until the house contest is 
settled. 


The fact that the speakership is uni- 
versally conceded to Mr. Beed has had 
.the effect of concentrating interest in 
the other elective offices, and it ap- 
pears probable that the elimination of 
the speakership will not diminish the 
generM concern over the result. 


General Henderson and Mr. McDow- 
ell are still the only ttvo candidates for 
the house clerkship, and it is not be- 
lieved that any dark horse candidates 
will develop between this time and 
next Saturday, when the house caucus 
will ba held. McDowell's friends are 
boldly claiming that they are sure of a 
majority, but the Henderson men, 
instead of conceding this, ai^sert that 
McDowell's vote 
will be fifteen or 
twenty short of sufficient to nominate. 


There is a possibility of a change in 
the contest for sergeant-at-arms, but the 
rumors in that connection are too 
vague to base a statement on. Mr. 
Parker, of Kentucky, has announced 
himself as a candidate for this office 
within the past day or two. 


There are now three candidates for 
doorkeeper: 
Tipton, of Tennessee; 
Fortune, of North Carolina, and Adams, 
of Maryland. 
The names of Mr. Fair- 
less, of Virginia, and W. D. Cattlett. of 
West Virginia, have also been added 
to the list as candidates for post- 
master. 


The southern republicans have an- 
nounced tlieir intention of holding a 
caucus on Wednesday for the purpose 
of agreeing upon candidates whom they 
can support as a body. 
There are 
twenty-three republican members from 
this section, not including those from 
Mj.s3ouri. Opinions are also at variance 
as to the policy of the republican sena- 
tors with reference to the reorganiza- 
of the senate and nothing definite will 
be known on that score until after the 
convening of the senate. 


Senator Sherman, who is chairman 
of the republican caucus, expressed the 
opinion today that the Tepublicans 
would hold a conference early in the 
session for the consideration of this 
question. A majority of the republican 
senators here appear to advocate an 
effort at^ organization on republican 
lines, while some of the more conserva- 
tive of them oppose a movement in 
this direction, contending that it would 
be impolitic to assume the affairs and 
take charge of affairs without having a 
working majority in the senate. 


Some republican senators who favor 
organization advance the idea that the 
democrats will not demand a division 
when the election comes and allow the 
republicans to take it by 
default. 
Democratic senators here do not con- 
firm this view, and the indications are 
that they will hold the offices until the 
republicans show themselves able to 
take them. To secure this strength 
they will have to obtain some of the 
populists votes. Senator Peffer, who 
is generally regarded as the leader of 
the third party, is advocating the 
maintenance of an independent posi- 
tion, and it is considered probable that 
this advice will be followed to the ex- 
tent of putting a ticket in the field at 
the commencement of the contest if 
the republicans attempt reorganization. 
The republicans are claiming, however, 
that they will secure Senator Stewart's 
vote and that Senator J ones, also, will 
probably stand with them. 
These 
acquisitions would be sufficient to en- 
able the republicans to make the organ- 
ization. 


It appears altogether probable that 
the question will be postponed until 
the seating of the senators, which can 
not happen until sometime in January 
or February, depending upon the expe- 
dition displayed in their election by 
the Utah legislature. It is altogether 
probable that by that time the republi- 
cans will be in condition to claim the 
organization and they will take it. 
There will be an effort on the part of 
some of the senators to compromise the 
claims of the silver and anti silver 
republicans in connection with the 
committee on finance by enlarging the 
committee to eleven and giving the 
silver men one of the new places and 
the gold men the other.

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., Nov. 2 5 — A special 
from Jefferson City, Mo., says: 


"Eev. J. T. M. Johnston, D.D., pastor 
of the First Baptist church of this city, 
who has just returned from a three 
months' tour of Turkey and the Holy 
Land, last night, in a sermon on the 
American troubles, made the sensa- 
tional statement that American Minis- 
ter Terrell ought to be hanged. 
He 
declared that the minister to Turkey 
has joined the Mohammedan church 
and is aiding in the persecution and 
killing of Christians instead of protect- 
ing them; that the situation is far 
worse than had been reported to the 
papers, and that Terrell prevents the 
true reports from being sent out, send- 
ing out false reports himself. Eev. 
Johnston and his entire party of thirty- 
four members have signed a petition to 
President Cleveland begging him to 
remove Terrell." 


MAY DESERT T H E SUGAR TRUST. 
Hawaiian Planters 3>eniand Tliat the 
Commission be Abolished. 


S A N FBANCISCO, NOV. 25—It is stated 
that the arrival here of five of the 
biggest sugar planters of Hawaii fore- 
shadows a big deal in sugar, which may 
result in a war with the sugar trust. 
Hawaiian planters are under contract 
for two years to deliver all their pro- 
duct to the trust at the price quoted in 
New York on the day the sugar a: rives, 
minus a quarter of a cent per pound. 
The sugar planters want the commis- 
sion abolished, and at the expiration of 
their contract, if the trust does not 
come to terms, it is proposed to erect a 
refinery here or at Honolulu. 


WORDY BATTLE IN ir^DIANA. 
Spiritualists and Tbeir Enemies Em- 
ploy licadins' l^ecturers. 


ANDERSON, Ind., Nov. 25.—The ex- 
citing war between Indiana spiritualists 
and anti-spiritualists, the latter led by 
Elder W. B. Covert, one of the best 
known anti-spiritualists, has broken 
out again. The Indiana association has 
sent for Moses Hull, the best of all 
spiritualist lecturers, and proposes to 
fight the matter out. The members 
have reserved certain nights at the 
Grand opera house. 
Both men are 
reckless with assertions regarding each 
other and their isms. 
Covert has en" 
gaged the opera house for all of the 
Sundays. 


DEEP SNOW. 
Ten Inches of It Covers the Ktate of 
Nebraslca. 


OMAHA, Neb., Nov. 25.—From five to 
ten inches of snow covers Nebraska to- 
day. Snow fell all night. All the 
country within 100 miles of Omaha has 
experienced the same storm, while 
from Chadron, and along the line be- 
tween, the report was of a heavy fall of 
snow, continuing for at least twelve 
hours. All of Nebraska seems to be 
included in the limit of the storm. 
Trains on all the roads reaching Omaha 
this morning were from one to five 
hours late on account of the storm.

Two Suits Against Commouwealers'." 


Hillmon Insurance Case. 


TOPEKA, Kas , Nov. 25.—The Novem- 
ber term of the federal court, which 
opened this morning, has several im- 
portant suits on its docket. 
There are 
two criminal suits against ' General" 
Sauuder's commonweal army, which 
captured a Missouri Pacific train out of 
Scott City last year and delayed the 
United States mail, and the famous 
Hillmon insurance case, which appears 
for its fourth 
trial this year, will 
come up tor hearing. 


LONDON, 
NOV. 25.—The Turks, not 
satisfied with killing 
Christians in 
Armenia, have begun war on the Christ- 
ians who live on the island of Crete, 
dispatch to the Times from Athens 
says the Turks began their warfare laet 
Wednesday by attacking the Christians 
of Campos, near Canea, a fortified sea- 
port and the principal 
commercial 
town of the island. The military gov- 
ernor at Canea commanded the Turks. 
The Christians, under the lead of a 
committee, defended themselves. It 
is estimated that thirty persons were 
killed and wounded. 
The governor of 
Canea was among the number injured. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, N O V . 2 4 , VIA SOFIA, 
Bulgaria, Nov. 25.—From what can be 
learned here, it would seem that the 
situation in Anatolia appears to be 
much more tranquil than for some 
time past, and there is no doubt that 
efforts are being made to obtain order 
in the districts where disturbances are 
threatened and to suppress disorders 
where outbreaks have occurred. All 
danger is now passed, however, even in 
Anatolia. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, NOV. 25.—The mis- 
sionaries add that full protection was 
afforden them by the Turkish authori- 
ties when it was demanded from the 
porte by Mr. Terrell. The latter now 
eays he is satisfied that 172 missionaries 
in Anatolia are safe. The situation is 
still grave and more complicated. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—The latest 
dispatches to the state department 
from United States Minister Terrell, 
states that he is now officially assured 
of the protection of the three ladies at 
Hadjin; that ihe provinces have been 
quiet for the last three days, and that 
the outlook is better. He adds that 
telegrams from Aintab and Marsovan 
report that missionaries are safe and 
protected, and that he is pleased to 
report that all our hndred and seventy- 
two missionaries in Turkey are now 
protected. The porte, he adds, gives 
assurances that tranquility will soon 
be restored.

Chicago Pai>vrs Unite in an Afternoon 
I>aily. 


CHICAGO, NOV. 2o —When the Even- 
ing Press company was organized by 
George G. Booth, who purchased the 
Evening Mail and started the Evening 
Press, there began in Chicago a new era 
in newspaperdom, forth© paper enjoyed 
an unusual prosperity. The consolida- 
tion with the Journal adds all that was 
good and most respected in the oldest 
paper 
in the city. 
The 
Press 
company, 
capitalized 
at 
$700,000, 
purchased the Journal a week ago, 
John E. Wilson, its proprietor, and 
James E. Scripps, of Detroit, becoming 
stockholders with Mr. Booth. The 
consolidated paper will be issued this 
afternoon, and it is promised that thâ 
readers of the former separate papers 
will be gainers iu every way. It is 
understood that the entire staffs of 
both papers will be retained, except 
in a few instances. 
Thé paper will 
have one of the largest 
corps of 
workers of any afternoon paper in 
the United States. For the present 
the names of both papers will be used, 
the heading representing the evidence 
of the consolidation thus: "The Chi- 
cago Evening Journal" in the first line, 
and ' The Evening Press" in the sec- 
ond. The Journal used the Associated 
Press report, and the Press that of the 
United Press. In the words of Mr. 
Booth, "The consolidation will utilize 
to the fullest extent the matchless 
service of the Associated Press, supple- 
mented with a comprehensive special 
service." So the United Press loses an- 
other paper in Chicago.

DANVILLE, Ind., Nov. 25—A rumor 
which is steadily gaining ground prom- 
ises new developments in the Hinshaw 
case.

It is re- 
ported that this man is much ail'ected 
and cries moat of the time over Hin- 
shaw's conviction. It is claimed by 
ïïinshaw's friends ihat he either has 
some valuable information heretofore 
concealed or that the burden is begin- 
ning to hang too heavy on his own 
shoulders.

Chapman—the special dedication ser- 
vice at the Wayne street M. E, church 
at 7 o'clock in the morning, the meet- 
ing at the Princess rink at 3:45 o'clock 
in the afternoon, and the meeting for 
men only at the rink in the evening. 


At each of these meetings Dr, Chap- 
man spoke and held the vast audiences 
interested and impressed 
with the 
power of his wonderful evangelistic 
oratory. He also spoke at the United 
Brethern church at 10:30 in the morn- 
ing. In addition to these meetings 
regular services were held at all the 
churches at 10:30 o'clock in the morn- 
ing, the pastors preaching revival ser- 
mons to their congregations, and in the 
evening the women held special ser- 
vices at many of the churches, so that 
the day was one that was given over to 
an united effort on the part of nil 
Christians for the salvation of the sin- 
ner and a reconsecration of themaelves 
to the service of (i od. 


The meeting held at the Wayno 
street M. E church at 7 o'clock in the 
morning was for the members of all the 
churches, and notwithstanding the 
early hour at which it was held the 
audience room was crowded and the 
services were of a moat interesting 
character. Dr. Chapman preached on 
the subject, 'Special Dedication for 
Service," and urged Christians to re- 
consecrate themselves to the service of 
God, especially in the way of seeking 
to bring the unconverted to Christ. 


The meeting in the afternoon at the 
Princess rink was one of the largest 
ever held in that building. It is esti- 
mated that there were over 4,000 people 
present. Every seat was occupied and 
hundreds stood in the aisles and in the 
rear part of the hall, and hundreds 
more were turned away at the doors, 
being unable even to gain an entrance 
into the building. The service was one 
intended especially for the young peo- 
ple, and Dr, Chapman took as the text 
for his discourse the verse: 


' Remember now thy Creator in the 
days of thy youth, while the evil days 
come not, nor the years draw nigh 
when thou shalt say 'I have no pleasure 
in them.' " 


The sermon was a forcible and urgent 
appeal to the young to turn to the 
Lord in the days of their youth. The 
only time that is safe, he said, to seek 
salvation is now. There is no place in 
the Bible which says tomoriow will do. 
Now is the accepted time; tomorrow 
may be too late. There is danger in 
delaying the coming to Christ, and if 
He is driven away when He seeks ad- 
mission to the heart of the sinner His 
influence and power to lead that one to 
salvation may be gone forever. 


The evangelist asked how many in 
the rink had been converted before 
they had reached the age of twenty 
years. Over one-half of the audience 
raised their hands. When he called 
for those who had become Christians 
between twenty and thirty years of age 
about 100 hands went up. Not more 
than twenty-five t^^stified that they weie 
converted between thirty and forty 
years of age; six between forty and 
fi'ty, and only three after they were 
fifty years of age, Dr, Chapman con- 
tinued with his peisuasive and convinc- 
ing sermon and closed with a plea to 
the unconverted. 
Many manifested 
their desire to lead Christian lives and 
their names and church preferences 
were taken. 


In the evening at the Princess rink 
the evangelist faced an audience of 
3 000 men, the service being for men 
only. 
Viewed from the reportera' 
gallery over the speaker's stand this 
vast congregation presented a most 
magnificent sight—;!,000 men with up- 
turned faces listening to the preaching 
of the word of God—and every one re- 
mained an attentive and interested 
hearer until the close of the sermon. 


During the song service that pro- 
ceeded the sermon the Haydn quartet 
and Prof Lowe rendered selections 
and the chorus choir, composed of men 
only, led by Prof. Miles, sung. Rev. 
Dr. Moffat, the pastor of the First Pres- 
byterian church, otiered the prayer, 
and then Dr. Chapman arose and be- 
gan the delivery of his sermon. 


I have selected, he said in commenc- 
ing, a verse as the text for my sermon 
;i part of which every man in this au- 
dience who acknowledges the existence 
of God believes with all his heart. It 
is found in the ninth chapter of He- 
brews and the twenty seventh verte 
and reads as follows: 


"And it is appointed unto men once 
to die, but after this the judgment." 


The special part of the verse that I 
shall preach about will be the latter 
part: 


"After this the Judgment." 
There is something startling about 
Ihiti thought to me because 1 reali/e 
thai there are hundreds and thousands 
iu danger of this judgment. If 1 couid 
prove to you that tonight would be 
your last night on this earth and that 
tomorrow you would stand beiore the 
judgment seat of God, there would not 
be a man in this audience who would 
spend a single moment in sleep to- i 
night, because he would say this was 
his last night on this earth and he 
mu^t pet rofidy to niret hi^ God. Tf 1

last week or year of your life you would 
hasten to seek your soul's salvation. 
There is not a man here who can prove 
that tomorrow, or next week, or next 
year he will not stand before the judg- 
ment seat oi" God. No one it? this au- 
dience knows the day, or the hour, or 
the minute when this time will come. 
Are you ready to meet this jadgment? 


This is a personal question that comes 
to every one of us. 
No one else can 
stand for us in this day of judgment. 
We must meet it ourselves. <)h, if you 
are not ready for this judgment, I be; 
seech of you to get ready. 
In that 
great day, when God will call you to 
account for the deeds done in the body, 
you cannot offer as an excuse that there 
were hypocrites in the church. 
For 
every hypocrite in the church that you 
can point me to I can find you many 
who are earnest, consistent, consecrated 
Christians. You cannot offer as an ex- 
cuse that your conscience did not 
prompt you to turn to Christ and ac- 
cept Him as your Saviour, 
iThere will 
come a day when God will call that 
conscience to life and you will be com- 
pelled to meet it. 


In that day when you face your God 
in the hereafter you will have to meet 
your record—the sins of yesterday, the 
sins of today, and the sins that others 
do not know anything about. Are you 
ready to meet them in the judgment? 
If you are not, God have mercy on 
your soul! And now my sermon is 
ended. The judgment! How will you 
meet it? "It is appointed unto men 
once to die, but after this the judg- 
ment."

Many men in the audience lifted up 
their hands for the prayers of Chris- 
tians and the day's meetings closed 
with a large number of conversions. 


Tonight the theme of Dr. Chapman 
will be "The Unpardonable Sin." In 
announcing the subject of the sermon 
the evangelist said that there was one 
sin which God would not pardon. It is 
not, he said, licentionsness or drunk- 
enness or many other sins which men 
and women commit. 
Come out to the 
Princess rink tonight and hear what 
this unpardonable sin is.

DRIVEN TO CANNIBALISM 


Horrible Story That Was Told 
hy Henry Doehrman. 


Henry Doehrman was taken up by 
Officer Dickson on Calhoun street Sat- 
urday night. Doehrman was reported 
to the police as being demented and 
having expressed a determination to 
commit suicide. 


When he was taken to the police 
station and searched Doehrman bad 
in his pockets a razor and a large roll 
of woolen bandage. 
He told the offi- 
cers he wanted to end his existence 
and to a reporter he also made the 
same assertion. 


Doehrman was kept in the police 
station until this morning and thee 
Mayor Oakley sent him to jail, where a 
lunacy commission will investigate hiß 
case. 


Doehrman came to this county about 
three years ago from Germany. He is 
from the same neighborhood as Fred 
Freese, the grocer at 405 East Wash- 
ington street, and soon after his arrival 
he and Mr. Freese became friends. 
When he arrived here Doehrman had 
about $ 5 . 0 0 0 in money but since then 
he has traveled extensively ia North 
and South America and he has no 
money left. He attended the world's 
fair and from there he made a tour of 
South America. About a year ago he 
started back to the United States and 
his story of the return voyage ia horri- 
ble in the extreme. He was compelled 
to become a cannibal. 


The vessel upon which he ^as re- 
turning met a fearful storm and was 
wrecked. Doehrman and six others 
were the only survivors. These seven 
men escaped in a life boat but were not 
able to secure any provisions from the 
sinking ship. They floated about for 
fourteen days with nothing to eat, and 
during these days their sufferings were 
indiscribable. So nearly famished were 
they that one man could stand it no 
longer. He ended his own agony by 
leaping into the ocean and drowning 
himself. 


On the fourteenth day it was decided 
by the shipwrecked men that one of 
them must die and be eaten by the 
other five. They cast lots and it fell 
upon an Italian to be the victim. The 
man accepted his fate and cut his own 
throat. Then his body was eaten by 
the famished men, who had been driven 
to cannibalism by their hunger. Three 
days later they were picked up by a 
passing vessel and taken to New Or- 
leans. 


After 
that 
Doehrman 
traveled 
through the southern states and ar- 
rived in this city only a few weeks ago. 
Shortly after his arrival he confiden- 
tially told Mr. Freese his story of can- 
nibalism. Ever since then he haa been 
making threats of self-destruction, even 
going so far as to stand before a mirror 
and draw a razor across his throat to 
see how the act would look. 


Last week he received a letter ad- 
dressed to "A, Snyder." • He said the 
letter was meant for him and as soon 
as he finished reading it he remarked 
to Mr. Freese: "He won't send the 
money. That's the last, and now I will 
kill myself." A day or two later he 
received a postal card addressed' to "A. 
Snyder," It was from an express office 
and stated that a trunk had been re- 
ceived for him, upon which there we^e 


$ 3 2 5 charges. Inquiry by T H E SESTI- 
if EL reporter at all the express offices 
in the city this morning fails to dis- 
cover any trunk or package addressed 
to A. Snyder. 


Doehrman's case is peculiar. 
Some 
acquaintances say he is suffering from 
an incurable disease and has become 
hopelessly despondent. 
Others think 
that the recollection of having eaten 
human Hash has preyed upon his mind 
and caused his insanity.

MÜKCIE, Ind., Nov. 24—District Or- 
ganizer Richard Cooper, for the Amal- 
gamated association of Iron and Steel 
Workers', went to Alexandria yesterday 
afternoon to organize the puddlers in 
the Union Steel works.

The proposal that the United States 
pension men who fought to destroy the 
union doea not meet with favor among 
ez-union soldiers.

When congress meets one of the im- 
portant questions coming up before it 
for determination will be how to make 
the revenues of the country equal the 
expenditures. 
As congress never seri- 
ously cuts down the expenditures it 
must either add to the revenues or au- 
thorize an increase in the bonded debt 
The addition of a dollar a barrel to the 
beer tax is perhaps the most available 
means of increasing the revenue. 
It 
would add about $30.000,000 a year to 
the 
government's income, provided 
Americans continue to drink as much 
beer as they have done in 1895, without 
placing any burden whatever upon the 
consumer. 
Such an increase would 
probably be sufficient to remedy the 
present defldit. 
If not, there are other 
subjects of taxation within -easy reach 
such as bank checks, drafts, bonds and 
the like, which might be made to bear 
a trifling tax without hardship to the 
people. 


Intelligence of Jnrors. 
The United States supreme court 
has decided that intelligence does not 
disqualify a citizen to act as juror in a 
criminal case. 
This decision was de- 
livered in a case appealed from the 
United States territorial court of Utah, 
where the local iudge disallowed 
challenge that was based on a juror's 
admission that he had read newspaper 
reports of the alleged crime. 


The, Utah court held that this admis- 
sion did not render the juror ineligible 
for service on the panel where he had 
been called. 
The defendant, who was 
convicted, appealed from this ruling, 
and the entire case was argued in all 
its liearings before the federal supreme 
court. 
The opinion, holding that the 
juror was qualified unless his informa- 
tion in regard to the case had biased 
his mind, was delivered by 
Justice 
£rown. 
The decision is in accordance 
with the inspirations of common sense 
and is on the lines of absolute justice. 


In commenting upon the decision of 
the United States supreme court, the 
Chicago Chronicle says: 
"The decision 
of the United States supreme court is 
the highest judicial authority on the 
subject of criminal law. Ignorance and 
stupidity are not to be regarded as the 
highest qualifications of jurors. 
The 
man who is intelligent, who is inspired 
by a knowledge of public events, who 
reads 
newspapers 
with a cautious, 
thoughtful, contemplative, discriminat- 
ing mind—whose emotions and beliefs 
are not stimulated by sensational news- 
paper reports, which he peruses 
while 
estimating justly their value—is not 
ineligible for the duties of the jury box 
no more than he is for the duties of the 
ballot box." 


A Noj^i-o on Negro Criminals.

Jdr. S<-ol! says : 
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Fall Tree Planting. 


It cannot be urged too persi.stently on 
the American people to continue the 
planting of trees. 
There are few parts 
of the country now left in which there 
are trees enough. 
Every town and city 
street, every rural rojid ought to be lined 
witli shade. 
The diilereut'e this makes 
in the looks of a village or a rural neigh- 
borhood is eiioTlgh to attract city people 
looking for country homes to the spot 
where the trees are planted. Any barren 
little village with dusty streets and com- 
mons covered with stagnant ponds and 
old tin cans may in three years' time be 
transformed into a bower of beauty, sim- 
ply by cleanliness and tree and sod 
planting. 


No farmer's home in the northern, 
middle or western states is what it ought 
to be until it has a thick clump of ever- 
greens planted on the northwest of his 
house and barns as a wind break and 
rows of stately trees all around the road- 
side of his place. 
In the city lot or in 
the grounds immediately suiTOunding a 
country home it is well to plant fruit 
trees and nut trees. 
Many of the nut 
trees are also among the most valuable 
of the shade trees. 
Among these may 
be mentioned the walnut, butternut, 
hickory nut 
and chestnut. 
Japanese 
chestnuts are superior to the American, 
and they are hardy in almost every part 
of the Union. 


Evergreens may often be planted to 
better advantage in the fall than in the 
spring. 
The planting may be done any 
time from late in Aagust till the end of 
October. 
It is more convenient to do it 
in the autumn because the agriculturist 
has more time. 
Those who wish to 
set out forest and fruit trees this fall 
Ehonld know that deciduous trees may 
be planted any time from the middle of 
October till the ground freezes. All ex- 
cept peach trees and soft wooded trees 
are best set out in the fall. Indeed even 
in frozen weather it is often possible to 
move quite large trees from the forest 
by digging up with them around the 
roots a great ball of frozen earth and 
setting the tree, roots, frozen earth and 
all into a hole large enough to receive 
them. 


To set out small trees, say those 1 to 
inches in diameter, dig a hole fully 
a yard square and two feet deep. 
Put 
the young tree inside, with its roots 
carefully spread out. 
Upon the roots 
lay, grass downward, the sod taken from 
the top of the hole. This will decay and 
make a valuable compost. 
Fill in the 
hole above the sod with richly fertilized 
earth, covering the whole with ordinary 
earth. 
A tree planted in this manner, 
watered sufficiently and fed with ferti- 
lizers from time to time will make twice 
the growth it does planted and treated 
in the ordinary way.

Mrs. Alva, unaided and alone, has made 
the Newport season the most brilliant 
ever known, has herself given the most 
splendid entertainments of the season 
and secured a duke for a son-in-law. 
The other Vanderbilts may well turn 
green with envy. Well for them if they 
had recognized in the beginning that 
Alva Vanderbilt is a woman who cannot 
be downed. 
Since Mrs. Paran Stevens 
there is none so fitted as she to become 
the leader of New York society.

Vance, of Martin's Ferry, Ohio, left 
side iojured. 
Conductor Herrón and

stockmen, 
after 
having 
their 
wounds dressed, were able to continue 
the journey, but Flagman Wass, whose 
injury was much more severe, was 
taken off* the train and sent back home 
on the limited. i None of the stock cars 
were thrown from the tracks and con- 
sequently the stock escaped with a 
severe shaking up. 
The wreck crew 
went out and put in the greater part of 
yesterday in getting the derailed cars 
back upon the tracks, but the task was 
finally acccomplished and the wreck 
crew returned home last evening.

Wass' injuries are

permanent, 
though they may disable him for some 
weeks.

Blavatsky, 
Mrs. Annie Besant 
has been the ac- 
knowledged 
head 
and front of the 
theosophists. 
The 
theosophist may be- 
lieve anything with 
regard to religion, 
but the vast mass of 
them agree on one 
point, and that is that the great relig- 
ious teachers 
were 
men 
who 
had 
reached perfection through having lived 
many lives on earth, and that they con- 
stititte 
a secret 
brotherhood, 
from 
which members axe sent at intervals to 
teach humanity. As Mrs. Besant is said 
to contemplate a third visit 
to 
the 
United States in the near future, it may 
be expected that the agitation of this 
peculiar religious theory will soon take 
on new life. 


Viewed from any aspect Mrs. Annie 
Besant is a strangely strong woman. 
Born in England; of Irish parents, her 
childhood was spent in an atmosphere 
of pure religion, and, upon attaining the 
age of young womanhood, she was of an 
exceedingly devotional nature. With a 
strong inclination for the cloister, she 
was diverted from the purpose of seek- 
ing seclusion in a nunnery by the be- 
lief that she could accomplish more for 
religion by marrying a clergyman, and 
at 20 she became the wife of Rev. Prank 
Besant, brother of the novelist, Walter 
Pittsburg shops, is ( Besant 
She sOon discovered that her

husband's life did not conform to the

a colaborer with Charles Bradlaugh in 
promulgrating the doctrines of infidelity, 
•and subsequently the disciple 
of and 
then the successor of Mme. Blavatsky 
as the leader and teacher of theosophy. 


Mrs. Besant ¡has had a trouble life, 
and it must be said that she has borne 
her trials with much fortitude. Her 
association with Bradlaugh, which was 
maintained without interruption until 
his death, resulted in ostracism from 
society and all sorts of condemnation 
from conventional people. But she pur< 


their work an¥ ^ g e s às matêrialîy"im 
proved their condition. 
It was due 
mainly to her agitation that John Bums 
was given a seat in parliament, and 
under her guidance the working people 
of London were organized, with the re- 
sult that many improvements in their 
social condition followed- During this 
period of her labor she stood one night 
at the head of an army of workingmen 
in Trafalgar square and when a regi- 
ment of soldiers charged upon her force 
with fixed bayonets, 
she 
stood 
her 
ground, remarking they had a right to 
be there. 
Her bravery won for her the 
admiration of all England. 


After this Mrs. Besant became the pu- 
pil of Huxley, and under his tutorship 
studied science and philosophy. 
She 
first visited this country in March, 1891, 
and delivered several lectures. In 1893 
she made her second visit as a delegate 
of the theosophists in the Congress of 
Religions at the World's Fair.

contemplated visit is for the purpose of 
delivering a series of lectures in the 
leading cities of the country.
